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RECC Board 
elections under 
way, votes collected 
through April 24 

There is an election currently underway in several southern Ken¬ 
tucky areas, including here in Clinton County. 

However, it’s not the kind of election where people have to travel 
to the polls and cast votes on a machine. 

Ballots began being mailed this past Monday, April 1 to all South 
Kentucky RECC members in four districts, to fill vacant SKRECC 
Board of Director seats. 

A total of 35 names will appear on the ballot in the four-district 
area combined, including some 13 candidates who are seeking the 
seat to replace long-time member Bill Shearer, who along with other 
South Kentucky RECC board members, retired late last summer. 

In addition, there are 16 total candidates in district one and three 
each in districts two and six that are seeking the four seats. 

According to an article in South Kentucky RECC’s monthly pub¬ 
lication, Kentucky Living, history is being made at the co-op with 
the election and ballots to co-op members should have been mailed 
by April 1. The magazine also has a brief profile of all the candidates 
seeking board seats this month. 

One thing about the ongoing balloting that many people didn’t 
know is that all members—regardless of their district—can vote for 
one member in each of the four districts, or cast up to four votes on 
the one ballot. 

Voters who take part in the board of director election are asked to 
mark your ballot with either a black or blue ink pen and place an X in 
the box by the candidate for whom you are placing your vote. 

Once completed, place your ballot into the enclosed, official en-

Park board selects 
Poore as treasurer 

The Clinton County Rec/Park Board held its regular monthly 
meeting last Thursday evening, March 28 at Mountain View Park 
and was able to vote on several items of business to get the early 
portions of its busiest seasons underway for 2013, including the ap¬ 
pointment of Gina Poore as the new treasurer for the board. 

Park Board Chairman Vince Ostertag presented the treasurer’s 
report, which again showed the park operating on a bare bones bud¬ 
get, with the balance standing at $1,258.60. However, the board is 
expected to receive its last fiscal year $5,000 allotment from the city 
within weeks. Also, a board representative will apparently be at the 
next fiscal court meeting requesting the last installment from that 
governing body. 

In recent years, the board has always had problems getting enough 
members to attend meetings to constitute official quorums and allow 
actions to be taken when board votes are called for.. 

Ostertag presented board members with a list of the latest mem-

New project at CCHS aimed at teaching 
latest vegetable growing method, as well 
as supplying schools with food 


Above, Clinton County Agriculture students saturated a bag of potting compound used 
in a new, state of the art, form of growing plants called hydroponics. The students will use 
this method to grow tomato plants this spring and will have tomatoes available to sell this 
summer. 

In the photo below, Agriculture students put the finishing touches on one stage of 
hydroponics Friday before classes were dismissed for spring break. 

Ag teacher Matt Johnson said the students will begin transplanting the tomato plants next 
week when classes resume. The Ag Department will provide the entire school district with 
tomatoes during the summer and fall. 


The Clinton County High School Agriculture classes are 
gearing up for the growing season and before the school was let 
out for spring break, several classes were preparing pots to start a 
new project that should yield a surplus in tomatoes. 

In the past several years, the process of hydroponics has 

become very popular among greenhouses across the world and this - 

process has proven to be the perfect set up for places without good See HYDRO, page 1 8 
soil or teaching situations in 
order to produce high quality 
fmits and vegetables. 

Clinton County Ag teacher 
Matt Johnson is very excited 
about getting this project 
underway. 

The tomato plants are 
planted in a growing medium 
that promotes very good 
drainage when water and 
fertilizers are added to the 
plant. 

The white substance takes 
the place of soil and because 
it drains so well and the 
fertilizers are mixed in with 
the water, it allows the plants 
to soak in the nutrients. 

“This stuff is going to have 
a constant stream of water, so 
it provides good drainage,” 

Johnson said. “It’s going to be 
a really neat program.” 

The tomato project is 
going to consist of 154 plants 
and will take up much of 
the greenhouse space at the 
high school. In the past, the 
greenhouse was used to grow 
annuals that were sold to the 
public in order to raise money 
for the agriculture department. 

Johnson said he is still 
going to do some of that, but 
hopes the tomatoes will take 
off and the classes can work 
solely on vegetables in the 
future. 

“It’s going to do away with 
some of our plants and pepper 
production ... as well as the 
hanging basket production,” 

Johnson said. “I didn’t know 
how much room it was going 
to take up.” 

Johnson said the project 
first came up when former 
Superintendent Micky McFall 
held the position. 

“I was going to write a 
grant for it, but the stipulations 
for the grant were going to 
be too stringent for what we 
wanted to do,” Johnson said. 

“The minimum for the grant 
was $20,000 and I researched 
it and went to the board and 
told them, ‘I think we can 
do what we need to do for 
$5,000,’” Johnson said. “The 
tomatoes produced during the 
school year will be bought by 
the schools. In the State of 
Kentucky they will get a 20 
percent rebate for buying a 
Kentucky Proud product.” 

The ag department is a 
Kentucky Proud Producer. 

There are several Kentucky 
Proud Producers in the county 
already, including Cravens 
Greenhouse, Steve’s Best 
Bar-B-Que Sauce and Crazy 
Gary’s Bar-B-Que Sauce. 

“I’ll be ordering all the 
official stuff later,” Johnson 
said. “I’m really excited 
about it. I think it’s a program 
changer. It’s something state 
of the art for the kids to work 
on. This is the trend as far 
as vegetables are concerned. 


This process wasn’t even taught when I was in college and that 
was 12 years ago. This has come about in the last seven or eight 
years as a way of serious production. I don’t have any hydroponics 
experience, so this is a learning experience for me as well.” 

Johnson said he couldn’t have started this project without

Emerald ash borer kills ash trees 
as it spreads across the state 


A 1 /2-inch long dark metal¬ 
lic green beetle is responsible 
for the loss of tens of thousands 
of ash trees across northern and 
central Kentucky. 

The emerald ash borer, Agri- 
lus planipennis, a native to Asia, 
was first documented in the state 
in 2009. 

“The emerald ash borer has 
now spread to 21 Kentucky 
counties at a minimum,” said 
Jody Thompson, an environmen¬ 
tal scientist with the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry. “From three 
years of trap data, University of 
Kentucky researchers found that 
one of the largest (infestations) 
and potentially oldest is in the 
northern Franklin and Shelby 
County area.” 

Adult beetles emerge in late 
spring from May to early June 
and feed on ash leaves. After 
mating occurs, females lay 60 to 
90 eggs on a nearby ash tree. 

It’s the larvae, the immature 
stage of the beetle, causing the 
damage from feeding on the in¬ 
ner bark (phloem) and disrupting 
the tree’s ability to transport sug¬ 
ars and other nutrients. 

The most reliable signs of this 
beetle are the D-shaped holes 
in the bark from which adults 
emerge. Another sign is finding 
an adult beetle. Infested trees of¬ 
ten exhibit a discoloration of the 
bark as woodpeckers try to get at 
the larvae. Branches in the tree’s 
canopy die and sometimes suck¬ 
ers grow from the tree’s trunk. 

Typically, it takes about two 
years for a mature ash tree to suc¬ 
cumb to the emerald ash borer. 
Ash trees in cities and suburbs 
are just as vulnerable as those in 
rural woodlands. 

Ben Robinson, small game 
biologist for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, said it would be a big 


loss to wildlife if Kentucky’s ash 
trees disappeared. 

“Ash trees are valuable as a 
seed source,” he said, “for song¬ 
birds, bobwhite quail, wild tur¬ 
keys and even wood ducks in 
bottomland hardwood forests.” 

The exotic, invasive beetle 
probably arrived in North Amer¬ 
ica in wood shipping crates car¬ 
ried by cargo ships. The Emer¬ 
ald ash borer was discovered in 
North America in 2002. By 2012, 
the beetle had spread to at least 
17 U.S. states. 

In years to come, Kentuck¬ 
ians could be looking at a land¬ 
scape with few, if any, ash trees. 
“Ash trees sucker and grow well 
from seed, so there’s likely to be 
a small lingering population,” 
Thompson said. 

All species of ash trees native 
to Kentucky, including the white 
ash, green ash and blue ash, are 
susceptible to the emerald ash 
borer. The blue ash, an heirloom 
of Kentucky’s pre-history, still 
survives in remnant savannas of 
the Inner Bluegrass Region. 

“Fayette County has been 
chemically treating some of 
their large blue ash trees,” said 
Thompson. “To be effective, 
chemical treatment has to be 
continuous.” 

Ash wood has a high strength- 
to-weight ratio and low shrink¬ 
age when dried. It is a valuable 
wood with many commercial 
uses for everything from flooring 
and electric guitar bodies, to tool 
handles and baseball bats. 
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Effective deworming of cattle 

With springtime hopefully just around the comer, most cattle pro¬ 
ducers will be considering deworming their cattle as part of their 
spring workings. Strategic cattle deworming is important to get¬ 
ting good control on parasites and worms. Deworming cattle at the 
wrong time and to the wrong age groups can be of little benefit. 

Dewormers basically come in four different forms. These forms 
are: pour-ons, injectables, drenches, and blocks. All four have a 
different benefits and need to be incorporated as a complete overall 
plan. 

Injectable dewormers have been around the longest and are one of 
the most common methods of administering. Dmgs that are injected 
act rapidly, are used efficiently, and may act longer than those given 
orally or applied topically. In addition, weather issues such as heavy 
rains do not affect injectables. 

Over the past several years pour-ons have gained in popularity 
mainly because of their simplicity. Many pour-ons today offer con¬ 
trol for horn flies, gmbs, and lice in addition to worm control. With 
a properly designed working chute, several cattle can have pour-on 
dewormers applied at one time without having to individually head- 
catch each one. This can drastically shorten the working time while 
also eliminating much working stress on the cattle. 

Drenches, although not used with the regularity of other worm- 
ers can be an important part of a good all-around worming program. 
These wormers, commonly called “white wormers” kill the adult 
worms inside the cattle’s gut, but are only effective for one or two 
days. 

Deworming blocks are relatively new on the scene but offer the 
advantage of being able to deworm cattle directly in the field without 
having to get them up and schedule a working. These blocks are 
normally placed in the pasture fields for three days at a time with a 
sufficient number of blocks to handle the amount of cattle in the field. 

Calves between the ages of two months and two years old will 
benefit the most from deworming. This is because calves are more 
susceptible to worm loads than older cows. Calves do not develop 
immunity to worms and parasites until they become older. By the 
time cows reach maturity, their immune system has kicked in and is 
partially controlling the negative effects worms have. 

With the expiration of several patents from deworming producing 
companies such as Merial, Pfizer, and Ft. Dodge in the mid 1980s, 
several new companies began releasing generic dewormers at much 
lower prices. At many times a fraction of the cost of name brand 
dewormers, cattle producers were faced with the question of which 
product to use. Although nearly every producer is interested in sav¬ 
ing money on input costs, the amount of efficacy of the wormer is 
really what matters most. 

According to Dr. John Wenzel, New Mexico State University Ex¬ 
tension veterinarian, “While generics are cheaper, they use a differ¬ 
ent, less-effective carrier that may not have the same activity as a 
drug that has more research behind it.” 

Personally we have used generics many times over the years and 
I cannot see much difference between the generics and the more ex¬ 
pensive dewormers. The age and timing of the cattle being worked 
is more important than the product being used. I would recommend 
to only use generics as part of an overall system that incorporates all 
of the different types of deworm¬ 
ers at different times. Changing 
your methods and products so 
you are not always showing the 
same chemical to the worms will 
benefit cattle producers in the 
long run.

The formal process of merg¬ 
ing Monticello students into the 
Wayne County School District 
began last Friday, March 22, 
when Wayne County Superinten¬ 
dent John Dalton and Monticello 
School State Manager James 
Hamm met with Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education officials 
in Frankfort. 

According to Dalton, the 
formal discussion began regard¬ 
ing the process of creating a 
merged school district beginning 
with the 2013-2014 school year. 
Monticello Independent School 
will cease operation on June 30, 
2013. 

Dalton said that he and Hamm 
will be meeting frequently and 
designating staff to formally 


begin working out details for the 
next school year. 

“We are committed to work 
together over the coming weeks 
and months to create a success¬ 
ful transition for all students 
and a safe and rigorous learning 
environment for the next school 
year,” stated Dalton. 

Dalton updated staff members 
at Wayne County on the process 
through an e-mail last Friday 
evening. He pledged that infor¬ 
mation would be shared through 
e-mails and press releases as 
significant events occur in this 
merger process. 

The first step will be deter¬ 
mining grade structure, accord¬ 
ing to Dalton. Officials have the 
numbers of students that will be 
in each grade next year. No spe¬ 
cific decisions have been made 
regarding buildings that will be 
used, but Dalton said that he had 
been advised by state officials 
to use all existing space that is 
available. 


Dalton could provide no 
specific information about one 
of the big questions related to 
this merger, which is in regard 
to personnel. He said that no 
decisions regarding staffing can 
be made until the grade structure 
is determined. 

He also stated that the state 
is currently working on getting 
Wayne County updated SEEK 
funding formulas for next year, 
that will include students in both 
local school districts. 



A Jabez man who died in 
a mobile home fire died from 
smoke inhalation, according to 
Russell County Coroner Larry 
Skaggs, following an autopsy 
at the State Medical Examiner’s 
office in Frankfort a week ago 
Friday. 

Skaggs said the victim was 
identified as Parker G. Cain, 50. 

The Nancy and Faubush Fire 
Departments were called to the 
mobile home on McClendon 
Lane, which is off of Richard¬ 
son Road, late last Wednesday 
night. Because of the location of 
the fire, departments from three 
counties responded to the blaze. 

Cain was pronounced dead by 
Skaggs at 1:30 a.m. on Thurs¬ 
day. 

He said there has been no 
determination of a cause in the 
blaze and that foul play is not 
suspected at this time. Skaggs 
also said the blaze happened 
quick and burned the mobile 
home “to the ground.” 

The fire is under investigation 
by KSP Arson Investigator Alex 
Wesley, KSP Detective Ricky 
Brooks, as well as the Nancy

Wesley said the family had 
cooked out on their deck Sunday 
evening in a “Big Green Egg” 
grill and after they had finished 
using the grill, went inside. 

The fire originated on the out¬ 
side deck after strong winds blew 
the grill over and the fire quickly 
spread into the basement before 
engulfing the entire home. 

Firefighters from the James¬ 
town, Russell Springs, South 
Russell and Eli fire departments 
were on the scene throughout the 
night Sunday until 7 a.m. Mon¬ 
day, Wesley said. 

The family was able to es¬ 
cape the blaze unharmed while 
a house cat was saved from the 
fire by fireman Jeff Landers and 
others, according to Wesley. 
However, due to the high winds, 
the home was a complete loss, 
he said. 

The fire chief said the Irey 
family was staying at a neigh¬ 
bor’s home. 

A new board member was 
welcomed and new chairperson 
took the helm, for now, at this 
month’s meeting of the Russell 
County Hospital Board. 

Daren Johnson, of James¬ 
town, was welcomed to the 
board last Thursday as a new 
board member. Johnson is an ap¬ 
pointee of Judge-Executive Gary 
Robertson. 

Charles Blankenship was 
voted in as board chairman to 
act in that capacity until the 
annual board elections in June. 
Blankenship takes over for Chris 
McQueary, whose term expired 
from the board last month, leav¬ 
ing the seat that Johnson was 
appointed to. 



After years of protecting the 
many freedoms Americans en¬ 
joy, whether for three years or 
30, military personnel transition¬ 
ing out of the military should not 
have to worry about protecting 
themselves from an additional 
threat—identity theft. 

And most veterans are un¬ 
aware that in addition to their 
military records, their personal 
information—home location, 

payroll information, and social 
security numbers—are in the 
public domain and available to 
anyone, friend or foe. 


All this informatin is con¬ 
tained in the document all vet¬ 
erans file in their home county, 
in a DD-214. Now, the 1,369 
Overton County veterans, as 
well as the thousands of veterans 
across the state of Tennessee, can 
breathe a little easier after the 
passage of a Tennessee Code (8- 
13-116) (2012). 

Working with former State 
Representative Henry Fincher, 
Col. James Kennedy, Ret. and 
Col. Ron Cyrus, Ret. and Over- 
ton County Executive, managed 
to get this law passed where only 
specific individuals for specific 
reasons may access the informa¬ 
tion from a vet’s DD-214. 

Citing a Texas law that was 
already in effect, Kennedy and 
Cyrus worked closely with 
Fincher to get the law passed that 
authorize “a county registar of 
deeds to remove from the public 
record held in such registar’s of¬ 
fice, excepting records preserved 
on microfilm, several forms, or 
any other military discharge.” 

Calling the law “long over¬ 
due,” Cyrus said, “As veterans 
age, we want to be sure they are 
not exploited, and this law will 
provide another level of protec¬ 
tion that has not heretofore been 
in effect.” 

Cyrus said that he learned of 
the security loophole in a per¬ 
sonal way, when an individual 
unrelated to him asked for and 
obtained a copy of his own CD- 
214. 

Cyrus said, “That’s when I 
realized what was at stake for 
veterans everywhere, no matter 
their length of service, no matter 
their age. But for our older vet¬ 
erans who are not as acquainted 
with the dangers of identity theft, 
it was particularly urgent that we 
deal with this security breach.” 

Kennedy said, “When I tran¬ 
sitioned out of the military, the 
last person I spoke with told 
me to register my DD-214 with 
the county where I lived. And I 
obeyed this last order, just as I 
had all others. Little did I know 
that anyone could walk in off the 
street and obtain sensitive per¬ 
sonal information about me.” 

With the help of people like 
Larry Redwine, 4th District 
Commander of Cookeville 
Chapter 117, Disabled American 
Veterans, and Tim Shelton, past 
president of Tennessee Register’s 
Association, Cyrus and Kennedy 
have spread the word through the 
95 Tennessee counties about the 
benefits of the new Tennessee 
Code. 

Cyrus said, “Veterans have 
given so much of themselves to 
serve for our country, they de¬ 
serve the security of knowing the 
information contained in their 
DD-214 is safe. We owe them 
that and so much more.” 



Five young men who got 
caught tossing burning items 
and other debris off a bridge onto 
Interstate 40 last fall are about 
to see their criminal charges 
dismissed. 

The five went to court last 
week and their lawyers and the 
state’s prosecutor announced 
they had reached an agreement 
in the case. That agreement will 


see the case dismissed in June if 
the five pay for the damage they 
did and if they do not break any 
more laws by that time. 

The five arrested in the case 
and charged with reckless endan- 
germent are: Stephen M. Barlett, 
19, of Cookeville; Sean C. Mc¬ 
Cann, 19, of Grimsley; James D. 
McCormick, 20, of Cookeville; 
Jordan D. Staup, 18, of Montery; 
and Jordan R. Gramling, 24, of 
Jamestown. 

It was September 30, 2012, 
at about 5:30 in the morning 
when motorists traveling 1-40 
just east of Cookeville began 
calling authorities and reporting 
that someone was tossing items 
off an overpass bridge onto the 
highway below, hitting passing 
vehicles. 

Putnam Sheriff’s Deputy 
Trevor Barrett and other officers 
rushed to the area and caught the 
culprits at the 295 overpass at 
Macedonia Cemetery Road. 

“I could see several male sub¬ 
jects running from the area, and 
drove my patrol car in the middle 
of the crowd of suspects with my 
siren and blue lights and then 
jumped out of my car and started 
yelling loudly for everyone to 
stop and show me their hands,” 
the deputy said. 

After other deputies arrived, 
the suspects were lined up, 
ordered not to move, and were 
patted down. 

“On my way to the scene 
on the middle of the overpass 
I had seen a portable propane 
tank setting on the edge of the 
overpass on the concrete bor¬ 
der,” the deputy’s report says. 
“On the opposite side, I saw a 
torch with a tank attached to it. 
There was wire that appeared to 
have been stripped, empty egg 
carton containers, a pizza box, 
a piece of burnt paper, paper 
magazines. I saw a red speaker 
wire type material coiled up and 
tied around the bridge on one end 
and the other end was sitting in a 
two liter plastic bottle in a liquid 
substance that appeared to be 
gasoline.” 

Allegedly, some of the young 
men who were arrested told the 
officers they had planned to set 
fire to some items and toss them 
off the bridge onto the Interstate. 

Sticks, burning items, and 
eggs had been thrown over onto 
the highway, but “there did not 
seem to be any type of actual 
explosive device on the scene,” 
the deputy’s report says. 

The young men also admitted 
to shooting paint balls off over 
the bridge, aiming for vehicles 
passing below, the report says. 

Three or four motorists who 
had been driving there contacted 
the Putnam Sheriff’s Department 
and filed complaints. The hood 
and the mirror on one vehicle 
had been damaged, and similar 
damage was reported by others. 

In General Sessions Court last 
week, Assistant District Attorney 
Beth Willis announced that an 
agreement had been reached in 
the case which will provide for 
dismissing the charges if the 
young men pay their court fees 
and make restitution totaling 
$1,572 to the victims. 

That settlement will be ap¬ 
proved in court if the defendants 
have completed the requirements 
by June 19.

With both bones broken just above his ankle and 
bones protruding through his skin, Brent immediate¬ 
ly tried to get up and run back down the floor with his 
leg folded in half. 

I still remember thinking for a split second that the 
loud “popping” sound I had just heard was a player 
slapping the backboard - then witnessing Brent on the 
floor, I came to realize that the sound was that of his 
leg bones snapping. 

It was then, and still remains to be, the ugliest 
thing I’ve ever witnessed an athlete suffer from the 
sidelines. 

Brent made a full recovery, and here’s hoping that 
by next season, we’ll be watching Ware back on the 
court in a Louisville Cardinal uniform as well.

bers compiled by board secre¬ 
tary Paula Fittle. Of that list, 
one board member has since 
resigned and at least one other 
member who had been appointed 
had never attended a meeting. A 
few others had attended only one 
or two sessions since being ap¬ 
pointed. 

The current make-up of park 
board members include six ap¬ 
pointees each from Clinton Fis¬ 
cal Court and Board of Educa¬ 
tion and three from the City of 
Albany. Also, members who now 
serve do so on a “staggered” term 
basis, being appointed for either, 
one, two or three year periods, 
which makes it somewhat diffi¬ 
cult for the participating entities 
to keep up with board appointees. 

Fittle suggested the board re¬ 
quest each of the three govern¬ 
ing entities begin making “one- 
year, annual” appointments to 
the board in the month of June 
of each year, with a term to be 
effective July 1 and run through 
June 30 of the following year for 
all park board members. 

Ostertag put Fittle’s sugges¬ 
tion in the form of a motion, 
which passed by the unanimous 
vote. 

Ostertag also said he had dis¬ 
cussed the concession stand at 
a recent Fittle Feague meeting, 
but has yet to get a response on

whether or not that board would 
want to operate the concession 
sales during little league season. 

This led to a lengthy discus¬ 
sion on what to do with selling 
concessions, from season-to-sea- 
son, and how to contract or lease 
them out to sponsoring groups 
that use the park, such as Fittle 
Feague, the Middle School (for 
girls’ softball), soccer, etc. 

Eventually, a motion was 
made to lease concession stand, 
giving the aforementioned par¬ 
ticipating programs, the first op¬ 
tion, with the park board receiv¬ 
ing 10 percent of the profits to 
cover electric, among other stip¬ 
ulations of use and responsibility 
involved. The motion passed by 
unanimous vote. 

On a motion by board mem¬ 
ber Randy Speck, the board ap¬ 
pointed Gina Poore as its new 
treasurer. Ostertag had served 
in that position prior to being 
appointed board chairman and 
had done both roles up until last 
week. 

Board member Matt Smith 
also asked about the status of any 
grants that may be available to 
help purchase more playground 
equipment for the park. 

Some board members men¬ 
tioned a possible grant program 
they could look into and also 
suggested that all members pur¬ 
sue looking for any funds that 
could be used to help in that area. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Rec/Park 
Board is scheduled for April 25 
at 6 p.m. at Mountain View Park 
and is open to the general public.

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KSP Post 15 receives new crime fighting vehicle 



Capt. Jeffrey Suratt (left), commander of Kentucky State Police Post 15 in Columbia, received the keys to a new Crime Scene Response 
Vehicle (CSRV) from KSP Commissioner Rodney Brewer (right) on March 26 at KSP headquarters in Frankfort. The Ford Super Duty 
Truck is equipped with everything needed for on-scene crime analysis including a generator, trace evidence analysis and a latent fingerprint 
processing machine. 

The CSRV will expedite investigations by providing detectives with greater storage capacity and state-of-the-art tools to collect all pos¬ 
sible evidence at the scene. This enhanced capability will assist in prosecuting criminals by providing additional visual evidence that will 
lead to stiffer penalties. 

No public funds were used to purchase the truck. KSP utilized Asset Forfeiture Funds to acquire the $30,000 vehicle. These funds are 
from the sale of assets such as real property, vehicles, vessels, aircraft and jewelry that are seized by state, local or federal law enforcement 
during criminal investigations. 

“Positioning these vehicles at all KSP posts will be a valuable asset to KSP as well as an additional resource for local law enforcement,” 
said Brewer. “Combining state and local resources, especially during difficult economic times, will provide the Commonwealth with more 
efficient and effective crime solving methods that will result in decreased criminal activity in our state.”

betes and kidney disease? 

Kidney disease is most often 
caused by diabetes or high blood 
pressure (which many people 
with diabetes also have). As 
many as two in three people with 
diabetes also have high blood 
pressure. About one in three 
people with diabetes have kidney 
disease. 

When you have diabetes, 
there is too much sugar (glucose) 
in your blood. This high blood 
sugar can damage the tiny blood 
vessels in your kidneys, so they 
have trouble filtering waste from 
your blood. High blood pressure 
also can damage these blood ves¬ 
sels. 

Having diabetes does not 
mean you will get kidney dis¬ 
ease. The better a person with 
diabetes keeps their blood sugar 
and blood pressure under con¬ 
trol, the lower the chance of get¬ 
ting kidney disease. 

Kidney disease usually de¬ 
velops over many years, and has 
few warning signs in the early 
stages; so many people with

That’s why it’s impor¬ 
tant to manage your diabetes and 
your blood pressure at all times. 

Can kidney disease be treat¬ 
ed? 

Yes. If you have kidney dis¬ 
ease, you can stop it from get¬ 
ting worse by taking care of your 
diabetes and taking any needed 
medicines. 

People with diabetes can low¬ 
er their chances of having diabe¬ 
tes-related health problems like 
kidney disease by managing the 
ABCs of diabetes - A 1C, Blood

sures your average blood sugar 
level over the past three months. 

• B is for blood pressure. High 
blood pressure makes your heart 
work too hard. 

• C is for cholesterol. Bad 
cholesterol, or LDL, builds up 
and clogs your arteries. 

Ask your health care team 
what your A 1C, blood pressure, 
and cholesterol numbers are; 
what your ABC numbers should 
be; and what you can do to reach 
your ABC goals. 

Here are other things you can 
do to keep your kidneys healthy 
when you have diabetes: 

• Get your blood and urine 
tested at least once a year to mea¬ 
sure how well your kidneys are 
working. 

• Be physically active. 

• If you smoke, get help to 
quit. 


• Follow what your doctor 
says. Your doctor may ask you to 
see a special doctor to help with 
your kidney disease. Your doctor 
may also tell you to eat less salt 
or less protein. 

• Take all medicines that your 
doctor tells you to take - even 
when you feel well. 

Spread the word about the 
link between diabetes and kidney 
disease. There are many things 
you can do to take care of your 
kidneys and your overall health 
when you have diabetes.

velope and place it in the mail to 
be mailed to Survey and Ballot 
Systems, Eden Praire, Minneso¬ 
ta. There is no postage necessary. 

Ballots must be received by 
April 24 to be counted and any 
ballot received after that date 
will not be valid. 

In February, the co-op re¬ 
leased the names of those indi¬ 
viduals who will represent the 
Clinton County area in District 
Five and the aforementioned 
RECC publication lists all candi¬ 
dates in each district, along with 
the brief profile. 

The candidates who appear 
on the ballot met the co-op’s 
bylaw director qualifications, 
turned in signatures of at least 75 
SKRECC members, and passed 
an extensive background check, 
according to a release from the 
co-op in February. 

The board vacancies were 
created when four board mem¬ 
bers suddenly announced their 
retirement from their seats near 
the end of the board meeting be¬ 
ing held on September 13. 

Shearer, who had represented 
Clinton County on the board for 
36 years, was one of those four 
members who left the board at 
that time. 

Also leaving the board were 
Richard Stephans of McCreary 
County (District Five), Charles 
Gore of Russell County (District 
Two) and John Pruitt in Pulaski 
County (District One.) 

“Our membership should be 
pleased with all the work and 
effort that has gone into enhanc¬ 
ing the cooperatives democratic 
process,” said Allen Anderson, 
CEO SKRECC.

Twenty years ago, Marion and 
Judy Creech began a journey that 
is still fulfilling and energizing 
them today. 

In the early 1990s, Marion 
Creech was among the 11 adult 
volunteers from Kentucky who 
became nationally certified in¬ 
structors in 4-H Shooting Sports, 
a program that was just gaining 
traction across the state. During 
the national certification process, 
he and the other Kentucky par¬ 
ticipants decided to start a camp 
to teach young Kentuckians how 
to safely handle and maintain 
shooting equipment. 

“It’s very safety oriented, and 
it’s been a total success,” said 
Creech, who is the state coordi¬ 
nator for the 4-H Shooting Sports 
Education Program, which in¬ 
cludes camp. 

His wife, Judy, also has been 
involved since the beginning as 
a member of the camp’s planning 
committee and currently is a na¬ 
tionally certified coordinator and 
instructor for the camp. She is a 
program assistant for 4-H youth 
development in Nelson County 
with the University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension Service. 

At camp, 4-H’ers learn prop¬ 
er safety measures in each of 
the program’s six disciplines: 
rifle, pistol, trap, black powder, 
archery and hunter challenge. 
Young people who do not have 
their hunter education card from 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources take 
classes during camp to receive 
certification. The card is a re¬ 
quirement to obtain a hunting 
license once young people reach 
a certain age. Those who have

their cards go to classes focusing 
on appreciation of the outdoors 
and the environment 

“The camp provides a fun, 
hands-on learning opportunity 
in an outdoor setting where our 
youth learn about how to respon¬ 
sibly and safely use firearms and 
archery equipment,” said Donna 
Fox, 4-H youth development 
specialist for camping and shoot¬ 
ing sports. 

Marion Creech said 50 camp¬ 
ers attended the first camp in 
1993. Today, the camp accepts 
120 campers and quickly reaches 
capacity. Safety is the top prior¬ 
ity with a l-to-5, adult-to-camper 
ratio. 

“We stress safety at 4-H 
Shooting Sports Camp,” said 
Tony Rose, camp coordinator 
and Adair County agent for 4-H 
youth development. “We tell the 
campers that this isn’t something 
you horse around with— that will 
get you sent home in a hurry.” 

Without faithful and enthusi¬ 
astic volunteers like the Creech- 
es, the camp wouldn’t happen, 
Rose said. 

“They run the ranges and 
teach the classes,” he said. 

Judy Creech said the young 
people and the kinship they’ve 
developed within the shooting 
sports community have kept her 
and her husband involved with 
the program. 

“It’s been the experience of 
a lifetime,” she said. “There’s 
a bond between shooting sports 
enthusiasts that can’t be ex¬ 
plained. It’s a very special group 
of people. The children who 
went to camp stay with it as adult 
volunteers, and now their kids 
are interested.”

United States enter World War 


April 6,1917 

On April 6, 1917, two days after the U.S. Senate votes 82 to 6 to declare war against Germany, the U.S. 
House of Representatives endorses the decision by a vote of 373 to 50, and the United States formally 
enters the first World War. 

Despite measures taken to improve U.S. military preparedness in the previous year, President Wilson 
was unable to offer the Allies much immediate help in the form of troops; indeed, the army was only 
able to muster about 100,000 men at the time of American entrance into the war. To remedy this, Wilson 
immediately adopted a policy of conscription. By the time the war ended on November 11, 1918, more 
than two million American soldiers had served on the battlefields of Western Europe, and some 50,000 of 
them had lost their lives. Still, the most important effect of the U.S. entrance into the war was economic 
- by the beginning of April 1917, Britain alone was spending $75 million per week on U. S. arms and 
supplies, both for itself and for its allies, and had an overdraft of $358 million. The American entry into 
the war saved Great Britain, and by extension the rest of the Entente, from bankruptcy. Just three days 
after the vote, the U.S. forces reached Britain but without their commanding officer Gen. John Pershing, 
who did not arrive until June. A week later, the U.S. infantry troops arrived in France to begin training. 
Though the U.S. Army’s contributions began slowly, they would eventually mark a major turning point 
in the war effort and help the Allies to victory. 

Atomic submarine sinks in Atlantic 


April 10, 1963 

On this day in 1963, the USS Thresher , an atomic submarine, sinks in the Atlantic Ocean, killing the 
entire crew. One hundred and twenty-nine sailors and civilians were lost when the sub unexpectedly 
plunged to the sea floor 300 miles off the coast of New England. 

The Thresher was launched on July 9, 1960, from Portsmouth Naval Yard in New Hampshire. Built 
with new technology, it was the first submarine assembled as part of a new class that could run more 
quietly and dive deeper than any that had come before. 

On April 10, 1963, at just before 8 a.m., the Thresher was conducting drills off the coast of Cape Cod. 
At 9:13, the USS Skylark , another ship participating in the drills, received a communication from the 
Thresher that the sub was experiencing minor problems. 

Other attempted communications failed and, only five minutes later, sonar images showed the Thresher 
breaking apart as it fell to the bottom of the sea. Sixteen officers, 96 sailors and 17 civilians were on 
board. All were killed. 

On April 12, President John F. Kennedy ordered that flags across the country be flown at half-staff to 
commemorate the lives lost in this disaster. A subsequent investigation revealed that a leak in a silver- 
brazed joint in the engine room had caused a short circuit in critical electrical systems. The problems 
quickly spread, making the equipment needed to bring the Thresher to the surface inoperable. 

The disaster forced improvements in the design and quality control of submarines. Twenty-five years 
later, in 1988, Vice Admiral Bruce Demars, the Navy’s chief submarine officers, said “The loss of 
Thresher initiated fundamental changes in the way we do business, changes in design, construction, 
inspections, safety checks, tests, and more. We have not forgotten the lessons learned. It’s a much safer 
submarine force today.”

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Some things you may not know about March Madness 

Only eight teams competed in the first NCAA tournament. In its 75th year, the NCAA Men’s Basketball 
Tournament has seen the competition increase from eight teams in 1939 (Oregon the winner), to 16 
teams from 1951 to 1952 and varying between 22 and 25 teams from 1953 to 1974. In 1975, 32 teams 
competed until 1985 when the field became 64. The most recent expansion came in 2011, when 68 teams 
were invited to participate. Kentucky was not among those eight teams. Their first NCAA appearance 
came in 1941 when they played in the East Region and went to the Final Four. 

The NCAA tournament used to take a backseat to the NIT. The National Invitational Tournament, or 
NIT, predates the NCAA by one year and was once considered the preeminent college basketball event. It 
was especially attractive to teams that wanted the media attention of playing in Madison Square Gardens 
in New York. In the early days, some teams played both the NIT and the NCAA tournaments in the same 
year. The first to do so was Colorado and Duquesne in 1940. In 1944 and 1949, the NCAA champion 
suffered elimination in the NIT before going on to win the NCAA. Utah did it in 1944 and Kentucky did 
it in 1949. However, multiple players from the Kentucky team admitted to throwing the NIT game in a 
gambling scandal. As late as 1970, Marquette coach A1 McGuire chose the NIT over the NCAA because 
his team had been placed in the Midwest Regional rather than close to home in the Mideast. After that, 
the NCAA barred any school that declined a bid in its tourney from playing postseason games elsewhere. 
A lawsuit ensued decades later, but the NCAA settled it in 2005 as part of a deal in which it purchased 
the NIT. These days, the NIT is a consolation tournament, open to those teams that don’t make the cut 
for March Madness. This, of course, included the 2012-13 Kentucky Wildcats who were picked #1 seed, 
but fell in the first game against Robert Morris. Kentucky won the NIT in 1946 and 1976. Louisville 
won the NIT in 1956. 

The 1966 tournament struck a blow to racial exclusion. African - Americans played a prominent 
role on some early NCAA championship teams, including future Hall of Famer Bill Russell, who led 
San Francisco to back to back titles in 1955 and 1956. Nonetheless, many schools refused to integrate 
until after Texas Western (now UTEP) became the first team with an all-black starting line-up to win the 
tournament in 1966. Kentucky was the opponent with an all white starting line-up. Pat Riley, a member 
of the Kentucky team, has said he didn’t know going in to the game that there was so much controversy. 
He has stated he just came to play basketball and win a national title. In 1970, Kentucky recruited its first 
black player, Tom Payne. 

The single-game tournament record for most points has stood for 40 years. In 1970, Notre Dame 
shooting guard Austin Carr scored a tournament record 61 points in a first round win against Ohio. He 
followed that with a 52 point showing in a loss to Kentucky. UCLA won the title that year.

Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard and the school board. 

“They were instrumental 
in getting this project started,” 
Johnson said. “ 

Johnson said in the future he 
would like to experiment with 


strawberries and maybe even cu¬ 
cumbers. 

“I would like to do a lot of the 
vegetables that the lunch room 
would use,” Johnson said. “I 
would like to provide whatever 
they need. During the summer 
we will sell a lot. A lot of people 
have gardens, so I don’t know 
how the market will be, but it’s 
going to be a program changer 
for us. The kids have all bought 
into it and they all have been out 


here working.” 

Johnson said everything will 
be automated. The plants will be 
watered automatically and with 
the fertilizer already mixed in 
with the water, it will almost be 
self sustaining. 

“The only thing we will have 
to do is prune the plants and pick 
the vegetables and weigh them,” 
Johnson said. “The only thing I 
lack from being fully operation¬ 
al is being trained on vegetable 
inspection. I think that is either 
a four or eight hour training in 
Somerset I will take.” 

Johnson said the process of 
hydroponics should produce 
more vegetables quicker with the 
plants. 

“Tomato plants usually pro¬ 
duce vegetables in 90 days,” 
Johnson said. “The plants we 
have now are at about 40 days. 
This should be a really good 
thing for the district as a whole, 
as well as the community. It al-

lows us to serve the community 
... it’s going to help.” 

With the plants at 40 plus 
days, Johnson said they will be 
producing vegetables all summer 
and it could provide some stu¬ 
dents with summer jobs. 


“I’m going to have to hire 
some of the kids to work this 
summer,” Johnson said. “I’ll 
have to have someone to pick the 
tomatoes. If this works out, we 
will convert to mostly vegetable 
production. There are some peo¬ 


ple in the county producing flow¬ 
ers that we are competing with. 
It would probably help them and 
us both if I could find a niche 
to market our products and we 
wouldn’t compete with them that 
way.”
